Chinese Crazed With Fear. 


“There was one street leading out 
from where we were that did not seem 
to be all wrapped in flames and we 
started away. We were told that the 
only safe place to go was Golden Gate 
Park, but it was a long distance away 
and the whole city seemed to be in 
flames. It looked as if the world was 
burning. But we went on, and appar- 
ently we wandered nearly all over 
town. 

“At one time we passed through a 
art of Chinatown. It was burning, 
ut they had not begun ig stg the 
houses then. That was begun ater, 
and the noise of the dynamite explo- 
sions and the falling houses after each 
explosion was the most awful sound I 
ever heard. In Chinatown the natives 
were crazy with fear. They swarm 
out like rats from a hole, shrieking and 
crying and jabbering in the strangest 
fashion. 

“One Chinaman, who had apparently 
lost his senses, had gathered all his 
belongings into a pile and marched 
around and around them, carrying 4 
gun like a soldier, and threatening ev- 
erybody who came near him. 

“We hurried past Chinatown. By 
that time the soldiers were beginning 
to patrol the streets. A _ soldier told 
us that we ought to seek refuge in 
the Presidio, the military barracks, and 
we started for there. It seemed to mé@ 
about twenty-five miles away, but at 
last we arrived. On the way a kind 
woman whose home had escaped ruin 
gave us some coffee and bread. It was 
the first thing in the line of food we 
had tasted that awful morning. 

t Traveled in Small Launch. 

“After arriving at the Presidio we 
decided that we ought to try to get 
across the bay and make our way to 
Oakland, where we could catch a train 
for the Kast. We went down to the 
waterside.

POSED AS GLADIATOR 


Brandishing Plank, He Defied 
“Tub” Becker and Nied-

Although summarily ousted from the 
secretaryship of the Missouri State 
League of Republican Clubs, whose 
‘two days'’”’ convention he brought to 
an abrupt conclusion after one day by 
un extraordinary pugilistic demonstra- 
tion, Sim Harris, chief gladiator of the 
convention, was resting easy Saturday. 

Proudly he pointed faceward and said: 

“They didn’t even put a scar on me.’’ 

Then Sim chuckled and told why the 
convention had to adjourn late Friday 
afternoon instead of continuing through 
Saturday. 

“TI knew of the plot that the two 
Toms had hatched to put me down and 
out,’’ said Sim to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

“Somebody told me early in the morn- 
ing, so I went to the Exposition man- 
agement and got a refund of $40, the 
second day’s rental of the hall. 

“Col. Kerens footed this bill, the same 
Kerens whom they denounced in their 
resolutions. Yet not one of them could 
have occupied a seat in that hall if it 
hadn't been for Col. Dick putting up 
the spondulicks. 


Appalled by Ingratitude. 


“Getting the mazuma at the night 
time is what talks. When I ex- 


plained the situation to Col. Dick— 
told him we were shy on rent and the 
big moguls had refused to help, he 
forked out $150 and said: 

“See if that won’t hold you for 
awhile.’ 

“So I rented the hall for three days. 
But when I found out what was com- 
ing off—that they were going to do 
me up—me, the man that got the 
dough for the hall, without as much 
as “Thank vou, Mr. Harris, for your 
services,’ why, I told the Exposition 
management we wouldn’t need the 
hall for Saturday. 

“So at 6 o'clock, when it came time 
to turn on the lights, there was noth- 
ing doing. 

“But wise Jep Howe and little Joey 
McCoy .were equal to the emergency. 
At least they thought they were. 

“So they rushed through a cut and 
dried pola cr pretended to elect a lot 
of officers on the votes of delegates 
whose credentials will be proved to be 
illegal when the National League Clubs 
convene at Philadelphia, and then. ad- 
journed the session sine die. Somebody 
said I would go out of the hall on my 
head. Didn't I walk out entirely un- 
scathed, and fairly lionized by the dele- 
gates, when it was all over? There's 
nothing Iike knowing how to fight and 
not get hurt. So me for a gasoline 
launch and a few days’ sail on the 
river.” 


Police Thrice Called. 


Three times during the convention Fri- 
day afternoon the police were called up- 
on to preserve order, as told in late 


editions of the Post-Dispatch. 

The trouble started over the perman- 
ent organization of the convention. Ru- 
mors were current early in the day that 
Harris, following his dethronement as 
secretary, would be forcibly ejected from 
the hall. 

To circumvent this plan, Harris sent 
to his office for the receipts showing 
that he had paid rent for the hall, tele- 
phoned to the Four Courts for a squad 
of policemen, saying he expected a 
“rough house,”’ and at least a dozen 
blue coats would be necessary. At 3 p. 
m. two sergeants and six policemen ar- 
rived. 

The convention had not reconvened, 
and Harris was restive. At the morn- 
ing session a resolution by Jeptha D. 
Howe, chairman of the Republican < City 
Central Committee, providing a plan of 
permanent organization, was adopted 
without @issent. The Credentials Com- 
mittee occupied seats on the stage, and 
at the hour set for reassembling were 
not ready to report. 


Harris Mans the Gavel. 


Several deiegates stood about watch- 
ing the committee, and Harris objected 
to their presnce on the stage. 

Seizing the gavel held by President 
Orff, Harris valked to the front of the 
stage and sh uted: 

“Is there a deputy in the 
hall?’’

Prior to the first election of Cleveland, it forced 
both the price of agricultural products and of labor 
in factories and mines to the lowest point. It was 
during this period that Andrew Carnegie came to the 
front as an organizer of a Pinkerton army of des- 
peradoes picked up from city slums and Western | 
mining camps and entrenched by “protected” capital 
to use securely the best and most modern breech- 
loading rifles protected money could buy to “shoot 
down wages.” 

It is American history that wages were shot down 
thus. It is American history that this system bred 
not only pauperism, but homicide and riot, with the 
cities filled with starving people, while at the same 
time breadstuffs were being used as fuel in Kansas 
and other states of the Northwest. 

When Secretary Shaw leaves out such things as 
this his memory must be failing or he must think 
that those to whom he is speaking as the official 
historian of monopoly methods have lost theirs alto- 


gether. 
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The San Francisco disaster overshadowed the ruin 
of several smaller cities’in California, the destruc- 
tion of which by the earthquake was proportion- 
ately worse than that of the greater city. The suf- 
ferers in these smaller cities should not be neg- 
lected and since the local relief committee in Frisco 
seems to be able and anxious to handle the relief 
work there the Red Cross should devote a part of its 
attention and funds to the other victims. 

THE MILLION GOAL. 

According to the estimate based upon the new city 
directory, St. Louis has a population of 720,000. 
The work to be done in placing St. Louis in the 
million class is clearly marked out. 3 

Since the census of 1900 St. Louis has gained 145,- 
000. Calculation of the rate of gain is vitiated by 
the World’s Fair, but that the rate is high may 
be judged by the overcoming of the losses of the 
World’s Fair temporary population within a year, 
and by the manifest evidence of growth. The rate 
normally increases every year so that we may 
safely assume that the normal increase of the city’s 
population within the next five years will be 200,000, 
making a total in 1910 of 920,000, only 80,000 short 
of the million goal. 

The task for the next five years is to add 80,000 
to the normal population growth of the city. It 
can be done. 
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With eight new school buildings for 1906 the edu- 
cational record of St. Louis will be brightened very 
much. 
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HOW FAR FROM WANT. 

The food supply of San Francisco was almost 
entirely destroyed within 24 hours after the earth- 
quake, and the organization of relief work is not 
yet so far completed that food can be obtained at 
all times without difficulty as it can in normal times 
when the housekeeper rings up the butcher and 
baker and gives the order. 

The question is raised: How far distant is army 
great city from starvation? San Francisco reached 
the starvation point in 12 hours by reason of the 
fire. But suppose every railroad, waterway, wagon 
road and foot path inte St. Louis were blocked, 
how long would the supply of food hold out? 

Speculative persons have often asked this ques- 
tion without ever imagining it could ever be of prac- 
tical interest. But the Sap Francisco disaster sug- 





great practical interest to a large city. San Fran- 
cisco itself was destroyed, but might not Boston 
or New York be isolated by some great natural 
catastrophe? 

We are interdependent. There is no man living 
who ean get along without his fellow men and the 
truth applies with even more solemn force to great 
cities.

THE FACETIOUS SHAW. 

There are many who write; and there are many who could, if they would, 
say with Touchstone ‘An ill-favored thing, sir, but mine own.’’ But we have 
yet to discover that George Bernard Shaw could truthfully say it, save in 
jest; for there is never-failing quality in the Shaw quantity. His ‘Plays 
Pleasant and Unpleasant’’ (published by Brentano’s) are something to read 
with zest. They teem with the cleverness of Shaw, and whoso is not read- 
ing Shaw nor seeing his plays is practicing a self-denial that is a pity, indeed. 
The two neatly-printed volumes just published contain ‘‘Widowers’ Houses,”’ 
“The Philanderer,’’ Mrs. Warren’s Profession,’’ ‘‘Arms and the Man,” “Can- 
dida,’’ ‘“‘The Man of Destiny’’ and “You Never Can Tell.”” They are each pre- 
faced by the author, one of the proems being “Mainly About Myself,” with 
enough of Shaw in it to commend with spirit the rest of the book. 


SOMETHING NEW IN SHORTHAND. 

While Isaac Pitman’s system of shorthand is so excellent as to permit of 
little improvement, new ways of teaching and learning it are possible. The 
best so far discovered is to be found in ‘‘Isaac Pitman’s Short Course in 
Shorthand,’ just published by Isaac Pitman & Sons, New York. The im- 
provements in this manual over its predecessors are in the arrangement of 
the lessons, of which there are forty. Words and sentences are introduced in 
the first lesson. Business letters are introduced in the seventh lesson. Posi- 
tion writing is taught from the commencement. Phrases are taught from the 
fifth lesson. The grammalogues and contractions are introduced gradually 
and incorporated into all the exercises. The reporting style is taught from 
the commencement. These improvements in method mean that the student has 
nothing to unlearn, but becomes acquainted with the final, best outline of a 
word or phrase from the start. In the old style of teaching there wag the 
learner’s style, the intermediate and the reporter's. The student had to un- 
learn outlines and adopt contractions, etc., thus involving a waste of time. This 
system of shorthand has been exclusively adopted by the high schools of 
Greater New York, and the manual now issued will go far towards making the 
system still more popular and useful.

Policemen who resigned a month ago 
to accept clerkships in the department 
are anything but pleased at the situa- 
tion that confronts them. Recreation 


days that were formerly theirs come to 
them no more. Under the present rules 
the clerks work 36 days in the year. 

The clerks declare that the ruling is 
an injustice, but no one will piace him- 
self on record as being the first to 
register a formal protest. 

“Of course, we can resign if we don't 
like our jobs,” said one old clerk to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday, “but 
positions are not to be had for the ask- 
ing, and after we have been in the de- 
partment as long as many of us have 
been we are not qualified for positions 
in other walks of life, and we have 
families to support. 

“When the proposition was made to 
have patrolmen who were assigned to 
clerical duty resign and get appoint- 
ments as clerks, we were told that there 
woul@ be no change in the work, and 
that practically we would go on just 
the same, but that there would be no 
chance for promotion. The patrolmen 
who were thus changed do get the same 
salary, $90 per month. 

“But the thing that we all object to 
is the fact that we get no time off. 
The clerks in all of the districts save 
the Central and Dayton street work 12 
hours a day. In those two the work is 
eight hours a day.”
